~ Sept. 3rd, 1868. 
Williani Brown was iodiutcd with outiiag 
Jamea Barue, with a koifo 'with iatent elo.' 

Tba DCCQBCd was tbo mate of tbo schooner 
Crosby, and woaiu the habit of Irequealing the 
saloon liept by tbo proeecutor, on Yates 
iitroet. At the timu of the alleged oIIaDce, a 
dispato arose between, Buros, tbo proprietor, 
and Brown, the prisonar, over a game of 
curds, which roauitad in the catting. Little 
evidooce beyond that prodaoed at the Police 
^ Court, which was published at tbe time, was 
adduced on tbe trial. It appeared from 
Barns' ovra admission, that be sttuoli tbo 
first blow, with a cane, on the prisoner foli 
lowing bim behind tbe bar, after being warn> 
ed not to do so. 

By Curiey, a matioe, and other nitneeses, 
in was Btaied that after tbe figbt bad oom« 
^ meoccd both parties were equally eager to 
oontioue it. 

Mr Wood appeared lor tlio prisoDor, and 
in Qu able aililress, urged ibat as the merits 
of the case rested on the question of provocu- 
• tion, the original cause of the nltack was 
given by Hurns over tba game of cards, and 
tbe ase of the knite was aiiuply un act of 
fielfodefsDoei 

His Lordship, on summing np, pronoaooed 
''tv^,'tliat nothing bat a strorg and eetilad oaorio* 
tioo Ibat a man's Ufa was really fo danger, 
justified tbe use of a knife. It did not ap- 
pear on tbe evidenoe, in his opioioo, that 
Burns had given Ihu prisoner such provoca- 
^tioo, or excited such a sonsa of danger 
either in the cardrootn or alterwards, as to 
justify tbo use of a knifu. At the sane 
time. Burns' evidence might be exaggerated 
from eeltish motives, and the statements of 
Curley, in aomo measure, bore out such on 
idea. His Lordship then forcibly pointed 
out to the jury in Riving tbeir verdict, how 
nic.ly they woald have to examlGetbe points 
in tbe evidence, which made tbe crime a fel> 
onions act, subject to a very serious pnnitb- 
ment, or a misdemeanor wbioh did ool jeopar* 
diza tbe ' prfsoner'a future to .the same ex- 
tent. 

Alter a short deliberation, the jury found 
the piisoDer guilty of unlawlui cutting and 
wounding, but without felunious iatent. 

His Lordship in passing sentcnoe, regretted 
be should have to Bit in judgment upon an 
American citizen. But as far as be bad tbe 
power, in order to insure the public peuco 
and quiet he should deal with theee dis* 
gracflfal offences uprn aonviotion with felon- 
ious iatent, as far as tbe law allowed. In this 
case, it was especially the duty of an Ameri- 
' eao to obey tbelanst (be proteotion of which 
be claimed, and wbioh io comoion with 
English subjects bo shared. Ttie jury, 
from;the evidenee, bad taken a meroifal view 
of tbe prisoner's crime, which he ( His Lord- 
« flhipJi fallf ooooorred io, and be sboald 
therefore mitigate tbo sentence as far as ho 
was able. Tbe sectence of the Court was, 
that the prisoner be confined in the goal at 
Victoria for 18 calendar months with hord 
labor, and ho hoped the eentenoa would 
have the effect ol deterring ollenoes of this 
character which were difgracelnl to any 
communiiy, 

Kla>qua-mi8ht, an Indian, was arraigned 
onder an indictment for perjnry. The of- 
fenoe lay ih tbe prisoner making a state- 
ment tO' Mi PembertOQ, the Stipendiary 
MagisWate,~'tb~at another Indian bad cut his 
brother's throat and thrown bim ont of a 
oanoe near tbe ligbthonse, which he tbo 
^prisoner said be saw done. Two months af- 
terwards tbe body was found, atju by the evi- 
dence of Dr Davie it was proved that the dt* 
3a8ed had not been nmrdcred as stated by the 
prisoner, but to all appearances had died by 
drowning. There were no marks of violence 
anywhere upon the body, nor could any evi- 
♦ denco be adduced to show that the death 
was otherwise than aeeiduutul. The pri- j ^ 
Booer was ably defended by Mr Ring, but 
found guilty. His Lordship, on considera- 
tion of Ibe prisoner being found guilty of the 
eerioDB offence of wilfully attempting to swear 
away tbe'life of aniAber Indian, which, bui 
for the body being subsequently found, 
might have be«Q the. result of bis crime, 
eenienced bim to three years imprisonment 
with hard labor. 

Alfred Dwyer, olius Dudoia, a half-breed, 
found guilty tlio day beforo of cu'tiug with" 
out intent, was then lirouj^bt up for aenteuce. 
IVlr Ring, coUDsol for the prisoner, made an 
application lor acquittal, on the ground that 
the jury bad lonod a verdict in the words 
of 'cutting wiihi<ut intent.' Mr Ring con- 
tended that aucli finding was just ground for 
acquittal, becuuae tlie essontiul words of tbe 
statute, 'uulawfully,' cannot by inference be 
Bupplied by the Court; and that no implica- 
tion can be formed, by tbe Coart to correct 
a^y defect in tbe statement of the jury — 
2 Hawkins chap 47 2 East, cifed io Archi- 
bald, ttrhe'learned oonntel therefore pressed 
(hat, as the jury negatived the pailly mind, 
tbe prip'onet'^was substantially acquitted.
